An Account of the Siege of the Bafs. 


HE BafS is a dtrong Rock in the Firth of Forth, | 


ftanding between Fife and Eaft-lothian, within 
Mites of Danbar, in which there was a Garrifon of s0 
Men, commanded by a Captain, and his refpedtive Of- 
facers, whereof Charles Maitland was Governor in 1688, 
and defended it ftrenuoufly for his Mafter King James, 
till 1690. Then having finall Hopes of King James’s 
Reftoration, wanting Provifions, Ammunition, and o- 
thet Neceffaries, was forced to give it upto the Govern- 
ament, whounade:Mr. Fletcher of Salton Governor ; he 
having 4 of King James Officers Prifoners, they boldly 
furprifed the Garrifon, and {cnt all the Soldiers a‘hore, 
which being reported in the Country, where there were 
jmauy Favourers, they were fupplied with Men, Pro- 
Wifionsand Ammunition. _ Intelligence thereof being car- 
ried to France to King James, there was a Ship fent with 
all Sorts of Provifions and Stores, and 2 Boats, one that 
catricd 2 Pattararoes, 12 Mufquets and rowed with 12 
‘Oars, and another fmaller Boat. 

But afterwards their Provifions faliing thort, the Gar- 
sifons fent the 12 oared Boat by Night, to bring off fume 
Sheep and other Neceffaries, which they frequently re- 
ceived from their Friends; and the Governmen being 
informed thereof, fent fome Companies to guard the 
Coatt, who farprifed feveral of the Garrifon, when they 
came afhore, and thereby their Communication withthe 
Land being ftopped, they went out by Night in their 


Boats,and took feveral Ships ; one laden with Salt;whence | 


having taken what was convenient, fhe was ranfomed 
from Edinburgh; a Dutch Doggar which they plunder- 
ed and put off again, and a Ship laden with Wheat, which 
they thought to have carried to the Bafs; but the Wind 
“proving contrary, drove them to the Coaft of Montrofe, 
where fhe run afhore, and the Men getting fafe to Land, 
@ifperfed in the Country; and falling again fhort of Pro- 
wifions, they went in their Boat to the I {le of May, where 
they took feveral Sheep, and what Coals theirBoat could 
carry. Butthe Government being enraged at their re- 


peated Bolduefs, King William ordered the whole Res 
nue of the Kingdom to be expended on their ReduGioy 
and on that Account fent 2 Frigates, one of Go, and 
other of so Guns, who lay battering two Days, with 
doing any Damage to the Garrifon, though the Shipsh 
feveral of their Men killed, and their Rigging and Sai} 
cut and fhattered, and their Ships fo muc¥ damnified 
that they colt the Treafury of Scotland about s90 Poung 
to repair them. 

Afterwards there were two Ships appointed conftant 
to attend that Service, whereby the Garrifou was rendy 
ed uncapable.of procuring any Provifions by the U& o 
the Boats ; however, there came after fome time, afmal- 
Privateer fram Dunkirk, laden with Rusk and othe 
Neceflaries: But the Garrifon became fo weak of Men 
that they had not Hands enough to hoift up the Rusk, bu 
were obliged to borrow 10 Sailors to affitt them; an 
when they had got only 7 Bags into the Garrifon, th 
largeft of che 2 Ships bore down upon the Privateer, whc 
was torced to cut her Cables, to prevent her being cup 
down, fo that the Garrifon was then in worfe Conditioy 
for holding out than before, having 10 Sailors added « 





ferve but a fhort time; wherefore the Governor was obli 
ed to pat each Man of the Garrifon to the Allowance of 
two Ounces of raw Rusk Dough in 24 Hours. 

About that time, Mr. Trotter was taken and cop
